London, April 12.—T he Irish home 
rule bill, the third effort made b> 
Liberal 
governm ent* of the United 
Kingdom In a q u arter of a century to 
B ettie the quarrel a t w e e n Great Brl 
lain and Ireland, wae introduced in 
the house of com mons by Prem ier As 
quit ii. 
The official title of the bill i* ‘ the 
governm ent of Ireland bill." 
Prem ier Asquith was greeted with 
prolonged cheers from the National 
tats and Liberals when he arose t » 
•peak. 
He took up the narrative of 
borne rule at the point at which the 
late William FI ward G ladstone left off, 
nineteen years ago, pointing out that 
through all the political changes aud 
through peace and war the Insistence 
and persistence of the Irish dem and 
for home rule had remained constant. 
The bill provides that the questions 
to be excluded Horn the control of the 
Irish parliam ent are Hie crown, the 
army and the navy, imperial affair* 
the Irish land purchase and tile old 
age pensions and national insurance 
acts, the Irish constabulary, the post­ 
office savings bank and public loans 
in addition to those excluded by the 
home rule bill ol 1893, which left the 
custom s under the control of the im 
penal governm ent. 
The Irish constabulary is to be un 
toinatic ally transferred to the Irish 
governm ent after six years, and power 
is given by the bill to the Irish par­ 
liam ent to dem and the tran sfer of the 
old age pensions and insurance act to 
its control on giving a year s notice to 
the Imperial government. 
The Irish 
parliam ent 
is debarred 
from altering the home rule bill oi 
the power to appeal to th e privy colin 
CU. 
Provision is made for the protection 
of religious equality in Ireland aud 
stipulating that the Irish parliament 
cannot m ake laws, directly or iudi 
red ly , to establish or to endow an> 
religion or to prohibit the free ex* r 
cise thereof cf: to give a preference 
or privilege to any religion «»r to mal a 
any religious ceremony a condition of 
validity of any m arriage 
The imperial government shall also 
have the power to veto or suspend 
any bill on the instruction of th*- im 
l>erial executive.

Toro, in Panama, according to the tale 
of Captain Olsvik, of the United Fruit 
company s 
steam er

Morgan 
which has arrived here. 
Captain Olsvik says that the erup 
tlon occurred April 5, early in the 
morning, while the Fort Morgan wa* 
berthed near Boras del Toro, and that 
he witnessed flames shooting from the 
peak. 
Reports of the large casualty list 
were brought from 
th# 
immediaU 
•cene to Botas dei Toro by refugee* 
who had escaped the onrushing lava 
He says he watched the eruption on 
April 5 until lie put to sea. 
Even far out on the gulf, Captain 
Olsvik says, he saw evidences of the 
disturbed elements. The sea was af­ 
ret ted in many places and the air was 
filled with smoke and dust far out 
into the gulf. 
Captain Olsvik says the inhabitants 
of Boras del Toro were panic-stricken, 
believing that place might be overrun 
with the laxa that was belching fo rh 
from the peak. 
Chirlqtu Peak, aa far Is is known, 
never has shown volcanic activity, and 
the sudden bursting of fire and lava 
from the crest took the inhabitant* by 
surprise 
In describing the eruption, Captain 
Olsvik said: 
The Fort Morgan was berthed at 
the Altnirante wharf, about fourteen 
mile* from Bixa* dei Toro, on the 
morning of April 5, loading bananas, 
when at about 4 o'clock the eastern 
sky blazed forth and a great rumbling 
was heard 
Looking in that dire 'tlon, 
I *aw great volumes of fire shooting 
high, it seemed 
The natives, who had been loading 
the ship ail night, were terror stricken

miles around. 
“Soon after the volcano was seen 
the Fort 
Morgan was caught by a 
great current and tore at her moor 
iii age The current in Cedar areek wa* 
very hard 
and I am sure that the 
eruption of the Chiriqui Peak wa* the 
cause 
When we got into the open 
sea great rocks were sticking out o 
the watei Iii plates where before we 
had navigated the vessel

could be seen all around the 
shore 
"I (annot say how high the flame* 
burst from the mountain. It seemed 
that the flames were bursting from 
the side ” 
Captain Olsvik is well known in the 
gulf and Caribbean ports, having silt 
ed in those waters many years.
